FEARFUL EXPLOSION. 


Details ot the Disaster on Board. the 
Tigress. 

‘New Yorte, April 11.—Oapt. Bartlett, of the whaling 
steamer Panther, arrived at St. Johns, Newfoundland, 
yesterday, and gives the following account of his meet- 
ing with the steamer Tigress, and the story of the ter- 
rible disaster on bo@rd of that vessel as told him by 
her officers : ; 

„On Friday, the 3d instant, the Panther wae in lon- 
gitude 51 mim. 15 min, west, longitude 50 deg, 22 min. 
north, on her return to St. Johns, when the lookout 
reported a steamer apparently moving only under sail, 
with her flags at half-mast. After signaling her

went on board myself, when I discovered her to be the 


fame, Her Captain and chief offi- 
cers were on deck, I was then informed that on 
Thursday, April 2, at 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon, the vessel was shaken all over by 
the terrific explosion of the boiler, ch 
created great terror and confusion, as the es- 
caped steam completely enveloped ev compartment 
below. In consequence, the v 's steam facili- 
tics had been destroyed, and they had under sail 
against a head-wind for twenty-four Hours. When I 
reached the deck of the Tigres, a number of men 
were making up and nailing together 2 pine- wood 
boxes, I asked the Commander what they were for, 
and he said they were designed for receiving the 
bodies of the unfortunate men who 
had been killed the accident, 
On the day of the explosion the weather was dread- 
fully cold, with a stiff breeze blowing anda heavy 
woll on. A numberof men had gone below, after 
their watch, and had turned in on top of the boiler for 
the sake of the warmth. Nineteen of the crew were 
reposing in this way when the crash occurred, and 
some of them were literally scalded beyond recogni- 
tion. The consternation was fearful. Two engineers 
were on duty at the time, and both were killed,

THE DANCING-GIRLS OF EGYPT. 


A Lively Description by Charies 6. 
Leland. 

The great desire of gentlemen who come to 
Egypt is the dancing-girl. If it were put to the 
vote, most of them would prefer her to the Pyra- 
mids, if not to the Nile. Even the moral and 
pious, the oldest and the coldest, cannot forego, 
this bit of temptation ; so they get themselves 
earnestly assured by their dragoman, or, better 
still. by some gentleman of acknowledged high 
character,—if possible from Boston,—that there 
is really nothing in her performance which would 
call a blush, eto. It is better still if Mr. High 
Character gravely assures them that in fact he 
found it very stupid and the Ghawazi very ugly. 
All of this is most thankfully accepted, for, ad- 
mitting it in full, the re are still improper— 
which has a charm beyond beauty te gree) and 
however good à man may be, he is om willing 
to admit he did not see it, and knows nothing 
directly about it. Hardened worldlings who fre- 
quent the re ballet are not so deeply dis- 
gusted with the Ghazien, nor do they find her so 
altogether stupid or soinvariably ugly. 

Most of the dancing of the Ghawazi is indiffer- 
ent enough. It is, however, remarkable that 
what skill they do exhibit, even under these cir- 
cumstances, is seldom * for the 
dullest of them generally affect muscular feats, 
snch as one never sees in the West, yet which 
are not directly perceptible. They seem to 
have the power of mqving any part of the body 
freely, just as certain persons.can move their 
ears; and itis wonderful how they will continue 
to agitate every muscle in the most violent 
and rapid manner for hours, quivering from 
head to foot as if electrified, without being in 
the least fatigued, and, what is incredible, with- 
out perspiring. a 

I only once saw Ghawazi dancing, which was, 
in the opinion of native gentlemen, and of 
Europeans whohad been many years in the 
country, and had full opportunities of judging, 
of a really superior and artistic character. This 
wasa Girgch. There were two girls, one quite 
pretty and young, the other less attractive, but 
rather the better dancer. 

These dancing-girls were dressed in long 
skirts, one over the other, reaching to the ankle, 
the upper garment being of a whitish yellow or 
reddish color.. The body and arms were clad in 
avery dark, tightly-fitting chemise, with white 
stri half aninch broad, about two inches 
apart, looking tiger-like. Over this was worn a 
very tight jacket of red satin, very short in the 
waist, with tight short sleeves. On their 
4 were i caps, and 

eir 


it in loops was a 
ay curious and massive ornament or chain, 
made of eight or ten triangular silver boxes, and 
many large silver beads. A profusion of gold 
n coins, and other ornaments hung from 
the neck and head. Other Ghawazi at different 
towns wore dresses very different from this. At 
one place their garments were af black from 
head to foot, with silver stripes, while the braids 
of hair were very prettily o. terminating in 
many silver balls. At Siout I saw one whose 
only ornaments were an incredible quantity of 
gold coins of all sizes. 

The first dancing of all Ghawazi is simply mov- 
ing about to the music and undulating the body. 
Then waves of motion are made to run from 
head to foot, and over these waves with 
incredible rapidity the ripples and „ as you 
have seen a great billow in a breeze look like a 
smaller sea ribbed witha tho 
All is donein perfect time 
Then the air changes and there is a variation in. 
the dance. The girl stops—she becomes im- 
movable below the body and moves only the 
body above, rocking and swaying, expressive of 
suffering from intense passion. At ti and 
in time with the music, a convulsion thrills 
the waist, arms, and head, and sometimes 
the muscles. She becomes quiet; but if you ob- 
serve closely the movement, passion and exer- 
tion are not less intense, and the breasts con- 
tinue to move as if vitality remained in them 
alone; perhaps only one throbs violently. 

There is another change, and the dancer sinks 
slowly almost to her knees, asif overpowered 
with passion, while the arms sw in singular 
but graceful gestures. Perhaps waves 
slowly in a walking dance, moving the lower part 
of her body forward more and more witha vig- 
orous quivering, and once in ten seconds start- 
ing with a convulsion which gradually becomes 
more frequent until she apparently yields and 


expires, 

The girlat Girgeh performed a very pretty 
dance, which was quite a poem. Placing a cup, 
symbolic of temptation, on the ground, she 
danced around it in a style which wag perfectly 
Spanish, — the body and sinking low with 
great graceand exquisite art. The cup ap- 
peared to exercise a terrible fascination, and she 
seemed afraid to drain it. The fear was per- 
fectly acted. Five times without aid from her 
arms she almost lay on the ground, poy her 
thirsty lips just dallying with the edge, then 
rising swept in dance afd thrilled and shivered, 
and turned and sank again. The sixth time she 
had completed a circle, and no longer able to re- 
sist, she approached the cup with throbs and 
pausés, and then without using her band, lifted 
it from the ground with ber lips alone, draming 
it as she rose, and the edy of temptation bein 
over, merrily danced ut the room in — 
with her head thrown back holding the cup 
all the time in her mouth.

A Senator 
even from Rhode Island voted last week to make 
the country rich by issuing more depreciated pa- 
per-money. The people of Rhode Island ad- 
hered to their worthless money, and thirty years 
later it formed the great obstacle to her joining 
the other States in forming the Union. In 1787 
that State refused to send delegates to the Con- 
vention to form a National Constitution, and Mr. 
Madison, in a letter to Edmund Randolph, thus 
commented on the proceeding : :

The National Constitution was completed in 
September, 1787, and submitted to the several 
States. Rhode Island was opposed to the rati- 
fication of the Constitution, because of the clause 
prohibiting States from emitting bills of credit, 
or making anything else than gold and silver a 
legal tender. It was not until May, 1790, that 
that State ratified the Constitution and became 
a member of the Union. Washington had been 
President, and the Government in operation, 
more than a year before a majority in Rhode 
Island could be obtained to give up the local 
legal tenders.” Morton and Butler, Logan 
and Oglesby, are but playing the same part in 
1874 that these Rhode Island demagogues did 
ninety years ago.

Even if the company consist- 
ed of only half-a-dozen families, almost every- 
thing could be bought at wholesale rates and af- 
terwarda divided. Men living on ealaries need 
to carefully consider any plan like this. ‘They 
will be especial sufferers if the currency is in- 
flated. While their nominal income will be the 
same, their real income will sink, day by day, as 
fresh shinplasters are struck off.

BROWN-SEQUARD ON SCIENCE. 

The concluding lectures of Dr. Brown-Sequard 
at Boston have abounded in curious facts in 
medical science. The Doctor believes that the 
muscles can movs independently of the nerves 
or the brain. He once cut off the arms of two 
decapitated men. About fourteen hours after, 
all signs of life died out of the arma. Then 
fresh blood was injected into both, in one case 
from a man, in the other from a dog. The mus- 
eles of both moved violently. The arm which 
had received human blood was at least four 
times as strong as it had been during 
life. The almost completely decomposed eye of 
an eel showed muscular iritation under the in- 
fluence of light sixteen days sfter it had been 
taken from the body. The muscular movement 
of the heart may continue some time after all 
nervous action has ceased. The heart of a 
man decapitated at Ronen beat for thirty-six 
hours after the execution. The heart of 
a dog has. beaten for forty-eight hours 


Every muscle in our system, as well as in 
animals, can, in certain circumstances, have per- 
fect rhythmical movements.” Herbert Spencer 
has treated this fact in philosophy and Emerson 
in poetry.

APRACTICAL PNEUMATIC TUBE. 
The air-pipe which Albert Brisbane built in 
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are covered with india-rubber, They fit tightly | 
into the tube. The machinery consists of an en- 
gine, which has two 24-inch cylinders with a 20- 
inch stroke. This drives a fan of 223¢-feet di- 
ameter. One revolution of the engine makes the 
fan revolve twice. The trains of wagons are 
drawn to Holborn by exhaustion and pro- 
pelled from it by pressure. The fan 
works constantly. The exhaustion and com- 
pression of the air are managed by 
valves. The working of the mechanism gives 
perfect satisfaction. The account before us 
gives neither the time of the journeys nor the 
cost of carriage.

Emperor, in 1848, was universally greeted. The 
fact is, Francis Joseph, al by no means a 
brilliant man, has succeeded in the 
good-will of his people through the work- 
ing perseverance and stuborn energy with 
which he devoted himself for so many years to 
the ardurous task of solving the ed Aus- 
trian problem, perhaps the knottiest of those 
with which European statesmen have nowadays 


to deal. 

His whole life, since that eventful December 
day in 1848, when he was so unexpectedly pro- 
claimed Emperor of Austria, has been one of un- 
remitting toil, and of labors of whose nature 
ony those can form an adequate idea who have 
had an insight into the everyday life of this 
sovereign. 

He rises invariably at 6 o’clock, and reads the 
newspapers while sippiug his morning coffee. 
Then he takes a walk of half an hour through 
the park at Schonbrunn or Laxenburg, listen-

companion and private secretary, Count Brun- 
ner, gives to him. They next return to the Em- 
peror’s 288 cabinet, and the secretary takes 
notes of the Emperor’s decision concerning the 
petitions and other applications sent to him.

At 1 o'clock Francis Joseph leaves the audi- 
ence-hall, and hastens to the apartments of the 
Empress, where he sees his children. He takes 

ial delight in examining his son, the Crown- 
Prince Rudolph, about his lessons, and then 
takes the lad out with him on a ride. Generally 
they witness the parades of some of the regi- 
ments of the garrison of Vienna; but never stay 
very long, for it is a well-known fact that neither 
the Emperor nor his son is a lover of military 
pageants; and the Emperor shirks the task of 
reviewing the troops whenever he can. 

At 2 he is back in his cabinet, and the next 
hour is devoted to the reception of foreign Am- 
bassadors or other important personages. At 3 
o’clock a cup of strong, black coffee and a few 
cakes are rapidly consumed by the Emperor, who 
then listens to the report which his secretary 
makes him concerning the events of the day, the 
sittings of the Reichsradb, etc, This generally 
takes him until 5 o’clotk, when he goes to his 
dinner. For the pleasures of the tabie Francis 
Joseph cares no more than Victor Emmanuel or 
William I. His favorite dish is roast chicken, 
and he eats it with relish and dispatch, moisten- 
ing it with a few draughts of Tokay.
